these counties and communities to

Sermons in exchange with neigh- 
boring clergy, or by the local Rec- 
tor, addresses, instructions, should 
be the order of the day; the Litany 
should be used frequently; short- 
ened Evening Prayer and Lenten 
hymns. If these services are bright 


and active they will be interesting 
and not dull. 
It remains for the 


clergy to show their own spiritual 
zeal, by leading the people in these 
endeavors.

necessary to say that the early 
Communion is essential, for

soul's feeding. May the Lord bless 
us all this.

reduction of production, it is pro- 
posed that acreage shall be cut 50 
per cent this year. While even the 
most hopeful do not expect such 
a great reduction, the more con- 
servative believe that a 20 or 25 
per cent reduction 
will h~ve been 


written in the records when pick- 
ing time rolls around. 


The "Memphis plan" is a plan 


adopted a few weeks ago by a mass 
meeting .of. representative growers, 
business interests and bankers of 
all cotton growing states. Similar 
plans have .been, adapted in other 
"lean years" for the cotton grow er. 
biit the Memphis plan, aas "teeth'' 
that other .plans of oVner years did 
not hare.
